of Faith, and Catechi ſins, and ſuch Books as are authori- 
zed by this Church, relating to the Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſ- 
cipline and Government thereof, be correct, and give Di- 
rections about printing the ſame; and the ſaid Commiſſion 
are appointed and impowered to keep a Correſpondence 
with the Committee, for Reformation of the Highlander 
and 1/lands, for ſuppreſſing Popery and Superſtition, 'and 
for promoting the qa of true Religion, and car- 
ry ing on a Reformation in theſe Parts, and give Aſſiſtance 
and Concurrence therein; and, if Need be, to apply to the 
Government for a proper Remedy and ſpeedy Redrels.
